T he first th in g ho dues is to take a 
long lashed, 8to«t Inindled w hip in each 
hand, and, w ith (jrchestral aecoinpani- 
nient, }»rucet'd to crack or snap them tkt 
a tcrriiie rate. 
The sound niado by liiH 
w hips in th is inanner is graduated from 
a noise like a rille report to the soft click 
uf a b illiard ball. Il m akes a enrions sort 
of uinsii! and serves to show how’ he 
can reg u late the force of eiich strcjke. 


M ore in terest, how ever, is o'i’inced 
w hen ho soi/os a vicions looking w hip 
w ith an abnornuilly long lash. It is pro­ 
vided w ith a very heavy h andle of m edi­ 
um length. T his is his favorite toy, and 
w h at he can do w ith it is really w on­ 
derful. 
Ho lirst gives an idea of w hat 
fearful forco (hero lies iu a w h ip lash iu 
the hands of an expert. 


A largo fram e, overw liich is stretched 
a calf or Kheep skin, is bronglit on the 
stage. 
T h is is m arked W'ith dots (tf rod 
paint. T h e m an w ith the w hip steps up, 
and, sw inging the la.sh round his head, 
lets fly at. th e calf.skin. W ith every blow 
ho actu ally pulls a piece rig h t out from 
tlio leath er, leaving a clean cut hole. 


The.'-o piece.s are d istributed am ong 
tho audience to show th a t tlieie is no 
tricki ly ab o u t the piirfoniiiiuce. 
A fter 
th is ho takes a ftiuno w ith three shelves. 
On tlieso th ere are ,’Idozen (»r m ore of 
m edium sized iijtjtlcs lying very close to­ 
gether and provided w illi largo nunihers. 
Any one in the audience m ay designate 
w hich apple he w ishes struck, and tho 
u n errin g la.sh snatches it out like a flash.
